W hen Conductor Römer discov­ 


ered her race he requested that she 


take the car provided for colored 


people, as the law requires.

promptly stopped and Trainmaster 


C . L. Harris at once took up the 


matter over the wires with

management. 
About 4 o’clock the 


train was backed to the platform 


opposite the station and baggage

the Olivette, charges that the deli­ 


cacies put on the Olivette for the 


sick and wounded were not given 


to them, but were sold in 
limited 


quantities to those who had money. 


He said ; 


“ W e left Santiago in a wretched 


condition and lack of proper food 


and treatment on the voyage came 


very near being disastrous to all 


the sick and wounded men. 
Their 


treatment was outrageous and it is 


a wonder that any of them survive. 


Those who were able to walk got 


food from the sailors and firemen, 


but of course all could not be fed in 


that way. 


“ Ice cream, ginger ale and other 


delicacies were put on board for the 


sick and woundea. 
The food and 


drink never reached 
I he soldiers, 


for they were sola to the passen­ 


gers. 
When we got to Montauk 


Point what was 
left 
of 
the 
ice 


cream was sour and 
was 
thrown 


overboard.” 
A n infantrym in of the regular 


army told this story : 
“ The statement that some of the 


sick and wounded 
were 
left 
in 
Cuba when the Olivette sailed is 
true. 
I was told that I would not 
be allowed to go on board the ship, 
but the day before she sailed I man­ 
aged to sit up almost all day,though 
the effort nearly killed me. 
When 
the surgeon came on his rounds he 
saw 
me 
sitting 
up 
and 
I 
lied handsomely when he asked me 
how I felt. 
He said I might goon 
board in the morning. 
There were 
two infantrymen I knew who were 
told they must stay and they both 
died that night. 
I believe that dis­ 
appointment 
killed 
them. 
They 
seemed to to be no sicker than I 
was, 
but the hope of seeing the 
United 
States once more 
braced 
me up. 
‘ ‘Our rations hud been cut until 
we got five hard tacks and a very 
small, thin piece of ‘sowbelly.’ 
It 
was first weakness from hunger and 
then the fever that killed the men. 
W e thought our troubles would be 
over when we got aboard ship. 
I 
heard that ten sick men had been 
left behind when we sailed and no 
one left to care for them. 
They 
were not much worse off than we 
were aboard the ship. 
“ We were so hot down there be­ 
tween decks, 
and the fever was 
burning us 
alive. 
I dreamed of 
that ice-cream which was on board 
every night. I wondered who sent it 
to us, and if they would be disap­ 
pointed if they knew what became 


of it. 
“ They tell me that poor Tiffany 
is gone. 
I am so sorry; he was 
game to the core.” 
Several points of this 
soldier’s 
narrative are corrobora^^ed by Dr. 
James S. Kennedy, first assistant 
surgeon of the Second division hos­ 
pital, 
Fifth army corps, 
now at 
Montauk Point, on the sick list, 
who has made a statement, 
pub­ 
lished 
ill Chambersburg, Pa., in 
which he says : 
“ Yesterday, August 11, a certain 
regiment left its encampment to go 
on board the Olivette to go north, 
and ten hours afterward a private, 
who had been left behind, started 
back to his former encampment to 
sleep (no private soldiers being al­ 
lowed in Santiago after dark), and 
on reaching his camp found ten men 
abandoned. 
N o medicine, no food, 
no nurses, no physicians, simply 
abandoned to starvation or suicide. 
A s to the frequent suicides which 
occur, 
the 
reports 
go all right, 
when the facts are not known.”

known climate witliout ev er contract­ 
ing iiie malady, and th at th e Assam 
tea })lanters and 
th e 
close-sh av en 
Cliinese, alth ough constantly work­ 
ing in th e h ottest sun, are eq ually 
exempt. 
Dr. Sainh on, discussing th e 
gcograpliical distribution of th e dis­ 
ease, goes on to ¡irov e th at th e areas 
in wh ich it is endemic are strictlv dc- 
fined. 
Wh ile unknown in Luropo, it 
is common in th e low-lying regions of 
th e eastern United States, between 
tlie Appalach ians and th e Atlantic; 
it extends along t he Xile sea, th e Bed 
sea, th e Persian gulf ; it prev ails in th e 
Indo-Gangetic alluv ial plain, but not 
on tlie adjacent Indian liigh lands. In 
support of h is infection th eory, Dr. 
Sambon refers to th e occurrence of 
epidemics wh ich h av e freq uently deci­ 
mated h ospital wards and not alfected 
men exposed to greater lieat and sun.
